Ottawa, Sept. 6.— L. G. McPhillips, of 
Vancouver, left for Toronto to-night. He 
has interviewed Sir John Thompson regard- 
ing the appointment of a Supremo Court 
judge for tho Mainland. 

The Department of Juatioo was notified 
to-day that Parrio, tho abaoonding Halifax 
agent of tho C. P. R., who was arrested at 
New York, was acquitted this morning on 
application for extradition, but voluntarily 
agreed to return to Halifax to stand bis 
trial. 

Tiic Customs Department was notified to- 
day by the C.P.R. authorities that their 
now line, from the Manitoba boundary to 
Regina, via Estevan, will be opsned for 
frame to morrow, and aaking that provisiDn 
bo made for stationing a customs olHaer at 
Sterling, in order that goods mfiy be 
jiromptly examined and manifested through 
to their destinations. The department 
took prompt action, and to-morrow, when 
the first train crosses the boundary, a de- 
partmental ollicer will be on hand ready to 
attend to business. 

The Government revenue cutter Conatanco, 
while at Seven Islands, on Monday, broke 
her low pressure cylinder, and ia now pro- 
ceeding to Qacbeo for repairs. 

The Department of Railwaya and Canals 
is about to call for tenders for the con- 
struction and erection of a ateol bridge over 
the Sault Ste. Marie canal. Tho bridge ia 
to be composed of one swing span of 250 
feet, and a fixed span of 75 feet. 

The Quebec schooner Souvenir has been 
seized at Eskimo Point, Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, for infraction of the revenue laws, by 
having on board goods not covered by mani- 
fest. She was taken to Gaspe. 

Two Ottawa persons are said to have been 
cured of diseases, as a result of a recent 
visit to the shrine of St. Anne de Beaupre. 

An Ottawa engraver sold hia patent for 
improved printing and lithographing ma- 
chine for $60,000, to a firm in Germany. 

Hon. C. H. Xupper states that he knows 
nothing about the report that Mr, Mo- 
Doogau, M.P., is to be appointed Deputy 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries.

To I'lcdKC Labor C'nndldntcH. 
BiiLFAST, Sept. 7. — The Trades Unions 
oougress to-day passed by a vote of 137 to 
!I7 a resolution : "That labor candidates 
for Parliament who reooivo financial aaaia- 
tanco from tho trades uniona aliall bo re- 
(|uirnd to pledge themselves to support tho 
prineiplo of collective ownership and atate 
control of tho means of production and 
distribution." Tho rosolutjon was opposed 
on the ground that it committed tho con- 
gress to continental sooialism. Col; Barnes, 
M.P., aupported one reablution,. ho said, be- 
cause it out right to the kernal of the aoolal 
labor programme. 



6EBUAN MANOEUVRES. 

Emperor William Believes Lorraine Becon- 
eiled— Night Cavalry Kngagoment 
Near Buacudorf. 

Metz, Sept. G. — Emperor William enter- 
tained the municipal authorities last even- 
ing. In tho courae of his epeeob ho said 
that Lorraine had given ample proof that she 
was happy in belonging to Germany. The 
people of Lorraine had learned to appreciate 
German unity and the greatness of the em- 
pire to v/hich they now declared tbeiOMlveB 
thoroughly loyal, Lorraine would forever 
remain German, protected by God and the 
German sword. After a cavalry engage- 
ment near Buaendorf during the night, the 
manoeuvres were continued thia morning to 
tho north of Teterchen. Tho streets and 
houaea of Teterchen were gaily decorated in 
honor of iMnperor William and the troops.

Kov. I). Noestegaard, in charge of tho 
Norwcgiiiu-Amerioan Misaion at Hankow, 
Chinn, was a passenger on the Empress. A 
Colonist representative talked to him on 
tho Atlantic express just previous to tho 
departure of the train bearing tho dia- 
tiuguiohed missionary on his double errand 
to Chicjgo. Mr. Nocategaard goes to the 
White City aa a Swediah delegaie to the re- 
ligious parliament, and will meet tliero Kev. 
Mr. Vohlhulm, nienibor of tlie Swedish 
political parliament and head of tho Swed- 
iah Union Mission, wlieu ho will place 
before liim olliciallv a statuniunt of 
the recent maasaere at t<ongpu, and lilo a 
rrqucat to the Governmeut through Jlr. 
Volilholin, to act in conjunction v/ilh other 
foreign powera to deviao means for the pro- 
tection of niiaaiouaries of all uationa and 
denondnationa in Central China. " I feel 
very strongly upon the matter" aaid Mr. 
Noestegaard, inatead of listening in a 
fidgety atate for tlio conductor's "all aboard" 
"I would like to talk to you a long time 
about the trials of niisaionariea in China. 
Wikholm and Johonesaon tho men of the 
Swedish Union Mission, who aufl'ered 
martyrdom at Songpu a couple of 
months ago, .were dear friends of mine, and 
I hare not yet recovered from the 
shook of our terrible sudden separation, 
The dangerous place in China for the mia- 
sioaaries is along the Yaogtse river, and the 
insulting mobs are inoitea by Maadarins to 
their dastardly work. Within a few miiea 
iie the useless gunboats of foreign powers — 
Basaian, American, British and German — 
and with insults and murders going on in 
hearing distauco of their guns. Such a 
small thin^ aa a misaionary'a life they take 
no more notice of than you do out here — not 
as much aa you do on this great American 
continent. People seem to bo all sym- 
pathy here. I have been to 
America often : I like it very much. 
I go to Sweden in a few months to interview 
several membsra of parliament. The inci- 
dent of the Songpu massacre was brought to 
tho notice of tho Swedish consul at Sanghi. 
Aa Sweden had no war ships at China noth- 
ing could be done. Col. Denby, American 
nimialer in IVkin, however, has taken ac- 
tion on bohalf of all missionaries in China 
a'.d will be the prlnio mover in endeavoring 
to unite all goveruinents for their protec- 
tion."

Nkw West.minsteu, Sept. G.— The fog on 
the river (o-day waa the heaviest this aea- 
sen, and incoming and outgoing steamers 
were delayed in consequence. 

Stephen Hatt, a son of Capt, Hatt, of 
I'jigin, died suddenly on Sunday morn- 
ing. 

William Freeman, an Aldergrovo rancher, 
was found dead this morning near McLuru's 
rancli, Mataqui. A brief despatch waa re- 
ceived here recounting the bare facta of tho 
discovery. Freeman waa found under his 
horao, which waa dead also. How the 
tragedy occurred ia not yet known, but it 
appears that the event must have happened 
several daya aeo, aa the body waa badly 
decomposed when fonnd. Captain Fitten- 
(Irigh left for Mataqui to investigate and 
hold an inquest. 

Rev. R. Janjieaon, who has lioen seriously 
ill for about ten days, died this morning at 
tho residence of bis son, in-law, J. D. Rae. 
Mr. Jamieson, who was in hi864tb year, was 
licensed to preach in 1853, and shortly after- 
wards entered upon his first charge at Bel- 
turbet, Ireland, of which country he waa a 
native. In 18S6 he came to Canada and re- 
ceived the pastoral charge of the Presbyter- 
ian oongregBtion at Danuvilie, Ontario. lie 
removed in I86I to l^ritiah Columbia, thus 
becoming a pioneer of tho Canadian Prtsbj"- 
terian church here. Ho arrived in West- 
minster on I'Jth March, lS(j2, and epeedily 
organized tho congregation of St. Andrew's, 
to which he ininiscered until IHIi."), wlicn ho 
left and removed to Nanalmo, es- 
tablishing the I'reabyterian congre- 
gation there. L^ter he returned 
to Weatminater and took charge of St. 
Andrew's again, and was pastor till com- 
pelled by ill health in ISSl to resign. Ho 
was highly roapecled by all. The funeral 
win lake place on Friday. lioliert Jamie- 
son and Mrs. T. H. I'roaaer, Victoria, were 
children of the deceaaed, who loaves live 
daughters aud two sons. For many yrurn 
Mr. Jamieson, besides attending to his 
charge in VVeatniinater, held eorvicca ut 
Maple Ridge, Langley and the North Arn>, 
where he established churches.

— The district of 
country on tho east side of tho North 
Tbompaon, reaching to Adama lake, bo>;ia- 
nlng about 40 miles northeasterly from 



s'amloops, is being extensively explored by 
prospeotqrs this summer. John G. Meyer, 
of Tacoma, started out in May, and, ascend- 
ing Lewis creek, oroaaed the divide to Fall 
or Pass creek, and found there a ledgo of 
mineral abutting on Adams lake, and ox- 
tending northwesterly about six miles. Tho 
following claims were located on this lodge, 
and record made of the same with the Gold 
Commissioner at Kaudoopa : On Juno 121), 
John G. Meyer recorded the Mountain 
Chief, W. H. Fife the Taooma, F. li.

Strange; and 
on July (i, R. Marpole the Champion, and 
Andrew TNoblo the Red Deer; July 17, 
William Dobaon made a record of llic Silver 
Eagle; and on July 21, Joseph Zinke ol 
tho Sitting Bull, On all these claims the 
surface showing of oro is good, and tho 
assays are favorable.

— Mr. Haakins reprn- 
senting aeveral O.l'.R. people. Ed. Sulli- 
van, wlio went last sunimer with tlio lilack- 
wood trading party up the North Thomp- 
son and through Yellow Head Paaa, re- 
turned a few di»ya ago from ICdmoiilon, and 
baa gone out to Aduma lake. (Ieorgo Mc- 
Donald and Jamca Derby will start in u. 
coiiplo of day" for Mos(iiiito Flat, alxty livt! 
mile.-, north, and will ilo uaaoHaiiient work 
on tho Iron Clad aud Tough Nut, aod spend 
tho balance of their timu prospecting, re- 
turning in Novoinher. 

Tho Indiana firmly believe that gold 
ledges of incalculable value exist around 
Adams lake and along tho North Thompson, 
aud give tho names of at least a dozen rivora 
and creeks llowing into ibem, in every one 
of which coarse placer gold has been found, 
and the prospectora in the district are de- 
termined to locate them, if possible. 

M. W. Fiirrell, G. F. Dorr and G. S. Mc- 
Laughlin, who have been partners for sev- 
eral years in prospecting and minine on tho 
Aincrican side, came in from Loomiston, 
Wash., few days ego, by way of the 
SImilkameen and Nicola valleys, with seven 
horses, and providing hero the material and 
supplies for a ten nionlha' cruise, they en- 
gaged William Elwell, with hia p.icl; train 
of about a dozen horeea, to help them on to 
Teto Jauno Cache.

elevating cargoes of coal from sunken ves 
sols. It is also aaid tho same parties are 
preparing to test tho mouth of Tranquillo 
creek for gold, by the same process.

Stanley, Sept. 1.— On the ir>th of tho 
preaent month Barkerville will loso one of 
its fair favorites. The genial atage-drivcr, 
"Sandy" Looke, although long used to driv- 
ing double, has himself travelled in singlo 
harness, but ho haa at last come to the con- 
clusion that tho journey through life would 
bo much more pleasant and less loucsomo if 
he had some one with him to help bear its 
burdens and share ita joys. Misa Jenny 
Kelly ia to bo tho bride, and hor niany 
frlenda, aa well aa those of Mr. Locke, hope 
that their road through life will bo smooth, 
have no unpleasant places or long hills, and 
that they may long live and never regret 
having chosen each other as travelling mates. 
The happy couple will take up their resi- 
dence at Quesnelle. 

There can be no doubt that there are atill 
rich— very rich— digglnt;8 in the Upper 
Cariboo district; that haa been proven 
even within tho last two or three years, and 
it is tho opinion of nearly everyone who haa 
visited tho mines and creeks throughout 
the district, that fully as much, if not more, 
wealth will yet bo taken out than in tho old 
daya. Lightning creek haa never been 
half worked, and none of the creeks outaido 
of a radius of twenty miles of ISarkervlUo 
have been properly prospected. There is 
not a stream in tho district where 
bed rock haa been reached that has 
not more than paid expenses, and 
most of them yielded good divideuda. 
Hut the time when any man, by simply put- 
ting in a Uumo, can make pay from the first 
day la now past. It requires aomo capital to 
start on, mouths of unrt(iuited labor, and 
skilled workmen, and when all thoHo have 
bden brought together good results havo in- 
variably been tho result. It lias beeu a 
source of wonder to mo over since coming 
into the district and visiting tho different 
diggings, why it is thatmoru moneyed peo- 
ple faavenot interested themselves in the de- 
velopment of tho rich placer lands of the 
CaribDo diatrict. It would aeem that min- 
ing, like many other things, goes 
according to the prevailing fa- 
shion, and that just now ail the 
world ia (|uartz mad, and placer mining is 
given tho go-by. Yet it is a fact that 
quite aa much (if not the greater portion) of 
the world's gold has been obtained from 
alluvial mining, as waa ever turned out by 
quartz, and at a much less coat. And there 
ia hardly any leaa surety of what may bo 
under tho aiiifrico of 11 creok with good 
wash or in a bunch of proiniaing 
gravel, than there la in a lead or 
quartz vein which haa only beeu proaiiected 
tor a few feet below the t^urface. Yet, as a 
rule, capitaliala will not look at a placer 
mine until tlioao who havo worked and 
aponl llieir time and inoiiey can give them 
ocular denionalralioii of ita rieliiiubs. Oh, 
yes, thoy aro svilling enough to invest then, 
but the miner having f^ot along without 
their help eo far, ubnally prefers keeping 
what he has hiinaolf. It ia (inlto dlireront, 
however, in regard to ijuartz, and ho is 
generally willing to bito at any sort of glit- 
tering bait that is held beforo him. 

Wtiat ia wanted in Cariboo district aro 
men of ontorpriao, who are willing to invest 
a few dollars and take a fair amount of risk. 
As yet it is not a good country, for wage 
earners. Men with a little money, plui.-k 
and energy, may find a place and do more 
than well, but the man who simply wishes 
to work for wages had better stay away, 
for a time at least. ' 

Capital here can find safe investment, and 
wherever it haa been ayatematioally used, 
with but one exception, good returna havo 
boon got. The exception was tho Kurtz &, 
Lane, on Williams crook, and oven that 
company wore on good pay when thoy wore 
run out by water, and abandoned the claim 
when little more than half prospeoted.

The condition of tho market this week 
can perhaps Ipe no bettor expressed than in 
tho appended quotation of a local merchant 
yeaterday: " The market is now at a point 
where fresh prodnots aro beginning to come 
in, and when receipts aro heavier low prices 
will rule. New hay and oats aro being 
marketed slowly, and thia will, no doubt, 
continue until tho farmers aro through 
bi'.rveating." Tho grocery trade has boon 
fairly briak during tho week, and merchants 
in this lino have nothing to complain of, 
save perhaps a little tightness in money.

ITS SANITARY ASPEOT. 

The Mayor has been authorized by the 
City Council to obtain the opinion of the 
city barristers as to tho propriety of using 
the Burfaeo drains as sewers. This is riuht 
aa far as it goes. But there is another city 
official whoaa opinioa on the subject it is 
even more important to have- than that of 
the city barriBbeis. We mean the City 
Medical Health OfTioer. It is quite as 
necessary that tho Council should be in- 
formed as to the effect of tlieir propoaeil 
action on the public health as that they 
should be made aware of its legal sound- 
ness. We bare high authority for believing 
that there are some things whioh may be 
lawful, but which, nevertheless, are not ex- 
pedient. This perversion of the surface 
drains ia one of them. Even if the city 
barristers should be of opinion, which is 
moat unlikely, that the Council can lawfully 
use the surface drains as sewera, if the city 
physician should pronounoe such a use as 
most iojurlons to the health of the cittzeos, 
it would bo criminal in tho City Council 
deliberately to do what they had been 
authoritatively told was detrimental to the 
public health. "\Vo trust, therefore, that 
the Medical Health Officer will bo asked to 
report upon this matter of using the surface 
drains as sewers. It is clearly a subject on 
which he should bo consulted. 



A PECULIAR POUUY. 

The Toronto Globe is compelled to admit 
that "tariff for revenue" and "free 
trade " are not interchangeable phrases, 
That is, " a tariff for revenue " does not 
mean " free trade," and '* free trade " does 
not mean "a tariff for revenue." It goes 
further, and aaya " there is not a word 
about free trade in tho Liberal platioriii, 
and, therefore, the (juotation of Mr 
]>lake'a opinion, that free trade was not 
practicable in this couutry, has no rele 
vanoy to auythlog now being discussed. " 

It is well to know that the Liberals, al 
though they have repudiated the principle 
of protection, have no notion of establish 
inc a policy of free trade. The framers o^ 
the new Liberal tarifT, if ever tho Liberals 
are in a position to frame one, will bo in a 
very peoaliar position. It must not be 
free trade tari£F, neither must it impose a 
single proteetlve duty. The unfortunate 
Tinance Minister will find himself in the 
jiojition of tho bewildered nrd tan 
tulized Sincho Panz:i, when ho Imd 
a table laden with tempting viands 
placed before him, but could not taste 
a morsel, for as soon as he reached out his 
hand for a dish a solemn official placed his 
wand upon it, declaring that it, for someex' 
oellent reason, waa forbidden. Tho Liberal 
Minister will not lio able to place un article 
on the free list, fur hu was pledged not to 
ealabliiih froo trade, neither will he bu iJilo 
to impoao a duty, no matter how light, up 
on any oonimodity raised or manufactured 
in the country, because protootion Is dc' 
nounocd as a crime by his party, and any 
duty on such a commodity ia, to n certain 
extent, protootion. But it can bo seen at a 
gUnco that there ia no sinccri y in the pro 
fcsaiona of the Liberals with regard to trade, 
IE they csrry out their pledges they will net 
{.■npose a duty which is in the slightest de^ 
groo protective, and this, it is quite certain, 
they have no intention of doing. Tho aov' 
ontoon and a half per cent, tarill' of tho 
Mackenzio regime was to a very coiiHidcrablc 
extent protective. There were men in thoao 
days who said that the protection was ne 
oessary and thatit was sufficient; and the free 
traders in the Liberal rankH did not dream 
of tailing ofT this very considerable amount 
of protection. When Mr. Laurier at ono of 
Ilia mcotiuga in Ontario declared in favor of 
free trade as it is ia Groat Britain, ho was 
oarefnl to qualify bis deolaration by saying 
th^t that ooDsnmmation must be reaohcd by 
dei^reei and after the lapse of some time 
He took good care that none of his hearers 
should have reason to bolievo that the 
Liberals inten led to jump from protection 
to Britiah free trade at a single bound. 

When tbe speeches of the Liberal Leaders 
and the articles in tKe Liberal papers are 
oloiely examined, it will he found that tboir 



profeaalooa of liberality in trade mean 
nothing definite. They are bo made that 
they may bo interpreted in tho way that 
suite them best if ever thoy are called upon 
to carry Ihcm out into pruotioe, which, by 
the way, is wildly improbable. A trade policy 
which is not free trade and which is not in 
any degMe pi'oteatlotilat Is, for Oatiada, an 
impoasiblo policy, and the Liberala are as 
well convinced of this an thuir Conaervalive 
fellow-subjects. But they must have a 
policy of some kind and an absurd one, they 
aeein to think, ia better than none at aU. 

THE U.S. SENATE DISOREDITED. 

The Doited States Senofie is just now 
sharply critioised by United Stotos oitizear. 

Many (d' tiiem believe that tho amall and 
thinly aottlcd Btatos are iliapmportionattly 
represented in th'At bndy, and that this dis- 
proportion ia likely to produce some serioubly 
unpleasant results. Besides, it is said that 
many of the senators obtain their seats by 
:orrupt means. Rich men bribe state legie- 
aturea to elect them to the Senate, and 
other men gain seats by corrupt dickers and 
disgrnc( f 111 intrigues. The Portland Ore- 
gnuiun ia indignant at the manner in which 
tho Senate is acting on the silver question 
and joins the agitation for senatorial reform. 
This is what it says in its issue of the 4th 
inst: 

Ono thing t he iliscusaion of silver ia set- 
tliny rapidly ia this, namely, that if the 
Semite ia tu Ini a perniunent body Sunators 
to be elected by the people, not by the 
legislatures of the statua. The Senate ua 
w canatituted does not repreaont tho pur- 
poses of tliQ people or the intelligence of tho 
country. Senators are elected through 
ahino methods, through corruption, 
throuf^h chicane. Tlio Senate eonseiiuontly 
falls far below tho House in honeaty, in in- 
telligence, in comprohenaioii of tlie wants of 
the country. It is ubolislung itself, or 
changing tho manner of its election very 
fast.

Many wonderful things are said to be done 
by spiritualists, mesmerists and mind read- 
era, and many extraordinary feats are, to all 

appearance, porformod by them. They dc- 
lare that they do not practice deception of 
any kind, that the things they appear to do 
they really do. They profess to be ready to 
submit to any reasonable test ; they, in f.tct, 
court enquiry. At the Psychical Science 
Congress, lately held in Chioago, Dr. Ernest 
Hart, editor of the Britiah MedicalJournal, 
attended by invitation. At tho opening of 
tho proceedings ho ofl'ered a Bimi)lo teat, 
but no profoeaor nf the occult sciences or arts 
has had the boldnesa to aubmit biinself to 
the test, or to attempt to earn the' reward 
attached to the successful performance of the 
task which he presoribea. Thia is what Dr. 
Hart saya about the challenge : 

A lifetime during whioh I have given a 
good deal of attention to tho subjiiota of 
hypnotism and mesmerism, while ouabliDg 
mo to verify the physical phenomena of 
hypnotism and so-called mesmerism as the 
reault of eolf -suggestion or hjsterical muni- 
featation or conveyed suggestion by word or 
look, bus equally convinced me that thus 
far at least all the alleged phenomonu of 
clairvoyance, telepathy, thought transfer- 
ence, and ao-oaUed spiritual communication 
are either delusions, impostures, or misin- 
terpretf d facts. 

I now repeat, in the presence in this city 
of a coasiderable number of experts and be- 
lievcra, the challenge to any of these gifted 
or experienced persons to give a simple 
evidence of the existence of ono of tho 
powers which ao many claim to possess, and 
which underlies tho pretensiona of all. I 
will place a bunk order for -SI, 000 iu a 
aealcd envelope inclosed in an ordinary pine 
box, and tho oue-thousuii(l-(li)llar note shall 
be at the disposal of any one — man, woman, 
or child, medium, thought-reader, clair- 
voy.mt, or telepathiat— who can, within 
forty-eight hours of unnouncing their inten- 
tion to tlo so. and claim the deposit, read 
the pluin English writing and give the num- 
ber on tho order. Any person ac- 
cepting thia challenge will deposit 
.$100, to he given to any charity 
th-it I shall name in thia city. If thoy are 
abin to cluim tho §1,000 which I hero olTer 
on the terms stated it will bo at their dia- 
posal for whatever purpose they choose, for 
their own benefit or for the benefit of any 
charity, or for the advancement of tbe cause 
of psychical rrsearoh. 

This challenge will remain open until the 
end of this month in this city or in Lon 
don, where they can communicate with me 
at the ofiico of the IBritish Medical Journal, 
429 Strand, either by post or by telepathic 
ntjcncy or by spiritual communication to mo, 
or any form of correspondence in whicli 
they muy bo adepts and which they may 
prefer. 

Must the thousand dollars, which can be 
so easily earned, remain in the Doctor's 
strongbox? It would seem so. 



to the extent of about 40 milliona of dol- 
lura a year, and eventually of moro in silver 
currency, tho want of such a medium will 
bo greatly exceeded and gold driven from 
tho country. An advancing and lluctuat- 
ing gold premium will not fail to appear, 
aiul the value of silver, nioasured by the 
universal value of gold, will then porhupa 
sink permanently lower than it hua riaen at 
tirst tor a certain time under tiio direct 
inlluenoo of the now Silver bill. The new 
Silver bill, it ia claimed, must be considered 
a very rash experlmenti which, on the 
whole, and in the long run.will scarcely pro- 
duce the extraordinary advantages expected 
frum it, but whioh will rather, after a time, 
cause much greater damage. 

Thia German economiat wrote much more 
in tho course of the same year to the same 
purport as tho extract we have (luoted. Ho 
appeared to see very oleorly tho conse- 
quences of American legislation, and altnoat 
all ho predicted has either oome to pass, or 
ia expected tu oauie 10 pass, by those wlio 
are moat capable of forming on opinion on 
the subject. 

Tho London Eoonomiat saw as clearly aa 
tho German publicist the consequences that 
would follow the enaotment of the Sherman 
Act, In the number bearing date June 19, 
1890, there is an article containing the fol- 
lowing paasagu : 

It is always rash to prophesy, and tho 
bflfccfs of currency change:) are so compli- 
cated and fur-reaching, liiat it ia impossible 
to say bi forehand what now inllueneea may 
bo brought into operation. But all pro- 
babilities point to tho concluaion that, 
sooner or later, and probably not later than 
two or three years hence, the United Statea 
Treasury will bo forced to cease ita silver 
purchaaea, and seeing that iu tho inter- 
val production will have been stimulated 
and the general demand diminished, the 
withdrawal of that faotitioua support to the 
silver market will cause prices to fall to a 
lower level than that to which they have 
been raised. 

It is ai ldom tliat a prediction has come ao 
near literal fuUilnient aa the one we have 
just quoted. The writer in the Economist 
without any other inspiration than that 
derived from a sound mind arguing f rotn 
sound principles, foretold how the Sherm.kn 
Act would work and what rcsulta it would 
produce. T|he science that enabled him to 
do this, may bo scofTed at by ahallow and 
ignorant jjrttenders; but men capable of 
thinking must see that it is a safer guide 
than the theories of experimental financiers,

MODERN PROPHETS. 

IL ia said that political economy ia uot ai 
oxac'^ Hcienee, yet there are econoTuistu who, 
reasoning from ita principles, arrive at con- 
clusions that are almost, if not altogether, 
mathematically accurate. Examples of tho 
correctness of the forecasts of economists are 
given in an article on " The Present Crisis," 
contributed by the Hon. James 11. Kokela, 
Comptroller of the Currency of the United 
Ijtaces, to tho North American Review. The 
predictions wore made immediately after the 
puaango of the Sherman Act in 180O. Those 
prodlctioBS made three years ago are start- 
ling In thoir accuracy, They are not like 
Lho poctio utterances of enthnaiaatic and in- 
spired seerH, On the contrary, they are in 
the form nf cold and dispassionate reason- 
ing. Th ere is no more poetry oronthuaiusm 
In them than is in the demonstration of a 
problem in geometry. The first we will quote 
was pablishedsin Keue Friele Fresse, June 
21 , 1800. It was made by an eminent Ger- 
man economiat, the late Adolf Soetbeer. It 
ia aa follows : 

Faco to face with these optimistio ex* 
pcctutions stand many and great causes of 
upprohonsion. First of all, and above all, 
it is doubted whether It viU be possible to 
keep silver at par of 129 cents per ounce of 
tine silver permanently, oven if it oould 
during the first few' years be raised to that 
figure for a time by tho ooloBsal purchase of 
silver by tho Treasury, provided for in tho 
hill. Deapito tlie increaso of p ipulation and 
wealth, the fear is expressed thav by com- 
pulsory increase of the oiroulating medium

INDIAN SMUGGLERS 

(jiving Undo Sam's Oillidiils Trouble on the 
Frontier. 

Wahhincton, Sept. 0.--Tho idifiioulty of 
guarding eircotively the west front corner of 
the United States on the north and south 
haa been frequently made apparent, Chinese 
come in from Mexico and Canada, alien con- 
traot laborers too cross our frontier, and 
now it is discovered tho original American 
ia ongiiged in eluding the vigilunco of Unolo 
Sam'a cuatoins officers, A case was brought 
to the attention of Assistant Secretary Ham- 
lin to-day. An Indian was reported as 
having crossed from Canada with 
§2, 000 worth of Indian goods in his 
possesion. By law in their migrations on 
tho northern border to and return from 
Canada at will, Indiana are allowed to carry 
their cfTeots with them and enter this 
country with them duty free. The Indian, 
it is asserted by a specjal agent reporting 
the case, has evidently learned some 
" tricks " from hia pulc fuce neighbor, and 
is bringing into this country as hia personal 
tfiTeots, goods subject to duty. In this case 
the Indian swore that the goods were his, 
l)u^ it is learned that he is a runner for a 
Canadian manufacturer, and that they are 
sold to Indiana in the United States with- 
out paying the duty tho law req^uires. An 
investigation of the matter has been ordered.

ST. ANDREW'S CHUllCH. 

llev. Mr. McLeoil's Ca8« Before the 
• Presbytery of Vaucouvep 
iHlaml. 

The Matter Discussed at Length— No 
Decisloa Beached So 
Far. 



(Special to Iho Colonist,) 

Nanaimo, Sept. C. — Vuticouvor Island 
Presbytery opened in St. Andrew's church 
at 2:30 this afternoon. Rev. D, A. McRao 
(Nanuimo) waa elected moderator for t^o en- 
suing year. The announcement of the death 
of Rev, R. Juniieson WM received witii ex- 
preasions of regret. 

At the request of Rev. P. MoF. MoLeod, 
the first busineaa taken up waa the matter 
of his resignation from the pastoral charRe 
of St, Andrew's, Victoria. Tbeclerlt^of sesaion, 
Rev. D. MacRao, read several papers in refer- 
ence to this matter. Rev, Iilr. MoLeod then 
apoko, dealing with the whole (jueation at 
length. Referring to the resolution' adopted 
by the mamigora of St, Andrew's church, in 
which his resignation was bo emphatically 
called for, Mr. McLeod said a resolution so 
urgent should never have been adopted, 
tinleaa the pastor had been guilty of gross 
immorality. He did.not believe that the re- 
solution lyas pMsed from anyeinistermotives, 
but it waS'Qaloulated to do bim great barm, 
and| in fRot, liad done so already. Dealing 
next nith the three months' leave granted 
him by the Presbytery, Rev. Mr. Molieod 
laid that apparently the congregation con- 
sidered that tliat was his conge, but he had 
never looked at it in that light. He re- 
ferred to a letter written to him by Messrs. 
Bethune and Milne, during hia absence, 
urging his resignation, and e.vplained that 
he hnd taken no notice of them, as ho hud 
not ounaidered they wore expressing the 
opinion of the congregation. On his return, 
when the resolution before alluded to was 
adopted, he felc bound to send in hia resig- 
nation to the Presbytery, and would not 
force the congreRUtion to listen to him. 
When asked to explain the cause that led 
him to preach in Victoria, ho said he 
wua urged to do so by friends. Ho had 
never received a cent of emolument for 
BO doing. Ho asked why, if hia resignation 
waa ao ubaolutoly necessary for the wnlfare 
of St. Andrew's congregation, shoukl they 
object to hia preaching elsewhere ? Ho de- 
nied having neglected his duties, whilst he 
refrained from preaohing in St. Andrew's 
himself after the lilst July. He had pro- 
vided a minister to take his place. Mr. 
McLeod next dealt with the question of 
salary, claiming that tlicro was $300 duo 
him till the end of August. He would, ho 
said, bo pleased to waive all claim to the 
amount if he could afford to do ao, but, un- 
fortunately, he was not. able to. Ho had 
liabilities to meet, some incurred on behalf 
of this ohnroh, which he' was in honor bound 
to cover. He referred to Messrs. Bethune 
and Milne's gift of $250 the night before he 
left for the East, which he had accepted as 
a token on the p.trt of the oongtegation not 
B8 a present given upon the understanding 
that he was not to return. 

Mr. Bethune spoke next. He said he 
had had no wish to cast any blame upon 
Rev. Mr. McLeod, but personally believed 
hia reaignation necsBsary. He referred to 
the great finunnial diUicultiea from which 
the church was auirering, as greatly due to 
Rev. Mr. McLeod'a unpopularity, aa evi- 
denced by the fact of increased subscriptions 
after his resignation was tendered. 

Mr. Henderson, one of the managers of 
St. Andrew's, was the next to apeak. He 
alluded to Rev. Mr. McLeod'a preaching in 
the theatre, which he couaidertd moat im- 
proper. He also objected to his putting 
another man in his place, yet dt minding 
payment of his salary us usual. Mr. Hen- 
derson said that Mr. McLeod had stated 
that he had asked no one to attend hia 
meeting in the theatre, but he (.Mr. Hender- 
son) had been told by an estimable lady 
that Mr. McLeod had asked her to join bis 
new church. 

Rev. Mr. McLeod — "Name." 

Mr. Henderson refused to make it public, 
but wrote it on a slip of paper and handed 
it to Mr. MoLeod, who read the slip and 
exoUimed, "it is entirely false." 

Some farther disonssioa followed, after 
which Mr. A. Shaw moved that Rev. Mr. 
McLeod'a resignation be accepted, when his 
solary was paid in full on the biaia of hia 
reduced salary, without any counter reduc- 
tions. 

Rev. A. "^'oung seconded the motion. 

Before the question waa put, another 
lengthy discuaaiuu arose as to the amount 
Mr. McLeod could legally claim. The 
matter is still under consideration, and the 
discussion is apparently intermiuublu. The 
session will probably last till l''riday. 



Tin: chief feature of interest in the City 
Police court yesterday was tho case of the 
juvenile burglars Sands and Ramus, whoso 
preliminary hearing before His Honor 
Magistrate Macrae occupied the eetiro fore- 
noon and late into the aftemoon, and al- 
though nothing further was elicited beyond 
the facta given in Tuesday's issue, it is more 
than litcely that there will be fresh develop- 
ments in tho matter later on, as it is being 
closely investigated. The probability is 
that fresh misdemeanours will be brought 
homo to tho youngsters. Yesterday, the 
court room was well filled. The two boys 
were atrong contrasts, the younger one ap- 
jiearing scared at tho predicament in which 
he found himself, and evidently wondering 
where it was uU going to end. The other 
fellow, though, was too case-hardened to 
care for anything; ho utood up there like 
an old-timer, and answered ciucstioua with 
a sang froid that would have made Philip 
Chalk green with envy. Sergeant Hawton 
deposed to having iirreated the lada under the 
circumstances • already publiahed. On 
quationing them at the lock-up, Hainua tolil 
tho otlicer that ho hud found f I 50 in the 
street opposite the Frineo of Wales saloon, 
but inconsistently gave a list of purchases 
totalling up more than five times that 
amount, so thnt it was no trouble for the 
Sergeant to see where tho truth was wiint- 
ing. Ho then offered to show where ho got 
the money, and took his captor round to 
Parker's store, wh«re he expkined how tho 
thing was managed. John Parker, jr., 
swore to the faot of his closing the safe and 
store on Saturday night, leaving some $210 
in the safe, but could not be sure as to 
whether he looked the safe or not. Ho re- 
ceived information from Edward Chapman, 
one of the men working in the store, which 
led him to pay it a visit on Sunday night, 
when ho found about $138.76 left in the 
sufo.

roiiltry IJuslueHS. 

In a Inte number of the Now York 
World I am gl:id to fiiitl a story that con- 
firms niy theory of tho profit and pleas- 
'.u Q for women there wptild ilje . in 'tho 
poultry Imsiness. The domand for fresh 
t'KgH iiiid chicken ini'at, botli in tho fonu 
of broilers and roa.sters, i.s increasing 
rapidly. The heavier llesli meats secui 
in 8ome measnre to be giving place to 
fish, egga and poultry. The indoor life 
of tho iiresont day deiu(iii<Ia a lighter diet 
than lliat of tho pioneor.s. Tho WorkV.s 
writer says tliat five year.s ago Mr.s. 
Amanda Wells of Now York city re- 
uioved with her two daughter.s, mature 
women both, to a little New Jersey vil- 
lage and .started into poultry rearing. 
Previous to that the d;\ughters had sup- 
ported thom.selvoH ami their mother liy 
giving uuLsic le.s.sou.s. The mother is 
now 75 years old, full of tho wisdom 
and shrewdness of experience,"and aa 
energetic and plncky as an ordinary 
woman of -10, She phnined tho eii- 
teriiriso. The wuiiieu lunight a little 
place of 11 acre.'?. Their mother had 
been brought up ia tho country and 
had coops and chicken houses built as 
she had known them in her youth. Some 
incubators wero added. The mother 
ruled tho roost, so to speak, while tlie 
daughtei'S attended to the buying and 
selling. It is comparatively easy to raise 
chickens, but not always easy to get 
good prices for them and for eggs. It 
requires much skill and perseverance. 
But after a trade is once established it is 
always i^asy to keep it if tho producer is 
wide awako and reliable. The ladies fur- 
nish broilers as well as eggs for mark it 
and rear their owm stock fowls, witiiau oc- 
casional infusion of new jniro bred blood, 
JIrs, Wei's says her rule is to "make na- 
ture and man's ingenuity work harmoni- 
ously," thereforoslio uses lioth incubators 
and hens in tho hatching uf chicks, Tlie 
ladies now have after live years' work 
1,700 fowls and made a profit this year 
of $1,170, besides paying the wages of a 
boy whom it has been necessary to liire. 
They are happy, h.avo a home of their 
own and are not working for anybody 
else. If more women would go into bu.si- 
ness for themselves, no matter what, 
anything they aro adapted to, they 
would find they could win for them- 
selves a happy, iudopendeut and health- 
ful life. 

RopresontativoHolman of Indiana has 
always been the friend of women as 
breadwinners and has worked bravely 
for them. It was a graceful and fitting 
compliment to him, therefore, when the 
Woman's Rescue league of Boston passed 
a resolution thanking lunx for hia efforts 
to aid women. 

Tho women of Kansas are working 
with enthusiasm for the passage of the 
constitutional amendment that is to give 
them su-flrage if it is ]iassed at tlir ni^xt 
election. Populist, Doinocrat and Re- 
publican sisters join hands and march to- 
gether under this banner which for the 
time being makes only one party for 
them all. 

Ladies, if j-ou cannot vote, this much 
you can do: See that only men who aro 
on the right side of all woman questions 
aro elected to tho state legislatures, for 
it is in the state legislatures that theso 
(piostions are to bo fought out. Watc'^ 
your own representative ■Nvith the eye of 
a hawk. If ho is opposed to woman's 
equal property rights under tho law; if 
ho is opposed to equal wages for equal 
work; to women holding public oQico; 
to their having full suffrage; if, in short, 
ho shares any of the monstrous old me- 
diteval notions about our inferior posi- 
tion, proclaim it to every woman in your 
district. Draw all the votes away from 
him that you can, ;ind defeat him if pos- 
sible, no matter if he is your own great- 
grandfather. Work against him to the 
extent of your ability.

ENGLISH MINERS' RIOTS. 

Ti'Oi)iis Have Id Jle Called Out to Preserve 
Order. 

LoxDO.v, Sopt. 0. — Reports of renewed 
disorder among the striking coal micera 
were received yesterday. A thousand miners 
gathered near Chesterfield and then inarched 
in a iiius^ to the 0.i.k Thorpe colliery, gather- 
ing iu luiiiibera and in hiihlneaa at every 
step. Tlie iiiol) supplied itself with stakta 
from truclis they had ov'crturued »nd 
marched to the Sliirland colliery, where they 
committed fresh disturbances. The police 
were unablo to cope with thtj crowds and 
troops were sent from ^hefTiold. Similar 
disturbances occurred at other plucea. There 
aro reports of additional iind aerioua demon 
strations being nuido by striking coal niiu 
ers- At Chesterfield , Darbyshire, the dia 
orders were particularly violent, and the 
troops of the Sixth Dragoon Guards and a 

-company of Irish Fusiliers wero sent there 
to help restore peace. When tho JusiiierH 
arrived at Chestorfield they found a mob of 
riotous miners in possession of the colliery 
premises. The rioters were dispersed. The 
people of the tosm are in a state of panic 

■over the actions of strikersi and the troops 
will remain t« prevent farther disorder. 
Serious riots occurred last night in York- 
shire. Several colliery buildings were 
sacked and burned. Troops were called to 
disperse the rioliers and to guard tho mine 
property. A miners' riot also occurred ab 
Trimble, Wales, this evening, and troops of 

-cavalry were necessary to suppress it. 



IOWA POPULISTS 

iDenonnee the Two Old I'artlcs, and Favor 
Direct Election of Senators. 

Des MorsES, Sept. G. — Tlio State in- 
vention of Populiats was held hero yester- 
day. The couvoution was demonstrative, 
and backed up its enthusiasm by raising a 
'^nuoleoa campaign fund of Sl,fiOO. The 
principal work of the convention was the 
adoption of a platform ■which declares fealty 
to the Omaha platform of 1892, nnd says tho 
present atriii j,'ency is due to the subservi- 
ency of the two old parties to the KaatiTn 
money oligarchy. Tlie tiilver law of lS7-'i is 
declared to have been aurrepLitiously stolen 
in on our statute books by political sneak 
thieves, and President Cleveland ia declared 
to be using offices to "bribe Congressmen 
to batray their constituenciea," and that tho 
two old parties aro in conspiracy with Wall 
street to steal mortgaged farms, railroads 
and other property, and to bank- 
rupt the nation. The plunk on sil- 
ver Bays: "Tha one overahudowing, ail- 
abiorbing issue before the American 
people to-day ia the question whether tho 
debtors of tho United :State3 shuU be al- 
lowed to pay their debts in money of tho 
■ constitutiou, or whetlier their homes and 
property shall be contiacated for the benefit 
of pirates. The only party that votes as a 
uuit against the tricks of tho millionaires is 
tho People's party. There are only two 
parties to-day, the People's party and the 

fold party. We call upon the voters of 
ova to repudiate all party connection with 
.gold men; to dnw the line, before they are 
forced to a revolution to protect their chil- 
dren from tenant slavery." The rcBolutions 
further favor the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people and 
tho abolition of all trusts, denounce tho at- 
tacks on pensioners and favor taxation of 
mortgages On prohibition tho pUtform 
demands the retention of the preaent law 
until uaj'stuin of state nnd national control 
is deviwed, with tho element of profit elim- 
inated. It also declares for e^ual political 
rights for both sexes. 



TBE GEARY ACT. 

United Stales fiiivcniinent AVIIl Kiiforce lla 
P»0V1bIoiih-<:IiIii;i Will J'r(ili:vhly Jtc- 
tiillati' on .A morlcuiiri. 

W.^SHlNCTdN', Sept. ti. — The adir.inistra- 
tiou bus fully determined to enforce the 
Geary Chinese etolnsion act, There is no 
longer any donbton thia point, Represent- 
ative Geary was told yesterday by Asaistant 
Secretary Hamelin, by Secretary Carlisle 
and by President Cleveland. Mr. Geary 
lirat had a lone; conference with Hamelin and 
Carlisle. Thia conferenco was held before 
tho cubinot meeting. When this meeting 
was over Geary called upon President Cleve- 
land at the Whito House by appointment, 
.arranged with tho President by Secretary 
Carlisle, Tho President asked Mr. Goary 
Tory many questions, and was earnest in 
trying to gel at ull tho facts in connection 
with the law and its effect on every section 
of the country, and especially on the Pacific 
-coast. The President indicated be never 
had any intention of allowing the law to bo- 
come a dead letter. He seemed to reali /.o 
fully that the administration could ill afford 
to put in force a law paased by Congress and 
declared constitutional by the United States 
4Buprenie court. The upshot of theconferenco 
Is that the riuoatlon will come up for fall dis- 
cuaaioB at the cabinet meeting, Mr, Geary 
suid last night lliut La had no 
fear of tho rcault ; it is more than 
likely that money now available in tho 
treasury will beuaed to pay tho eicpenscfl of 
tho deportatiou of oonviuted celeatiale, juat 
80 far as it will go, and by tho time it is 
UBod a further necesaury auin will bo pro- 
vided by ooogroBaional appropriation. This 
Appropriation, ibis believed, can be seeiired 



from Congress, especially if tho President 
favors it, and there seema no doubt that ho 
will. 

Sas' Francisco, Sept. C. — Hunter Cor- 
bett, of Cliee Foo, China, who has been a 
missionary for 30 years, and' is now on his 
way back to Uuina after a visit to the 
World's Fair, auya, concerning tho effect of 
the Geary Iaw in China: " The CliincBe aro 
only waiting to eeu whether or not tliia 
country intends to enforce tho law. If it 
bo enforced they will simply retaliate by 
Bending all Americans out of that country, 
that will bo all there ia to it. They have 
us nailed, and when tho Geary law ia en- 
forced hero it will 1>« enforced there. The 
only diiroreuce will be that whilo tlio Gov- 
ernment will pay tho expenses of deporting 
Chinese, tho Americana iu China will bo Uft 
to got out of the f.'onntry as beat thoy can, 
but got out they oertaiuly must and will. 
A great nmuy of us in the missionary field 
will become British subjects rather- than 
give up tho work."

Nkw Vouk, Sept. (j.— Maniigpr Hinil Hons 
of tho Hamburg- American lines ia this city 
is in receipt of a copy of a letter written by 
United States Consul Henry Robertson at

To THK Si'ORTiNci Editok :— I tljink Vic- 
toria in g(tneral ought to send " Lacrosse 
('rank " to Coventry lor having written such 
a letter as tho one published in to-day'a 
issue of the CoI-ONL-iT. Ho must be n very 
stupid man, I think, not to see that every 
second sentence lie writes condemns liis own 
side. Certainly, as far as the two last 
matclicH played in Victoria are cunccrned, 
perhaps he would like to hear what another 
" piiir of eyes " uaw on those days; — Vic- 
toria men playing beautifully, a good deal 
probably , because they knew tho peculi- 
arities of tho ground; which their opponents 
did not know; and Victoria men in perfect 
condition from not having {had to travel by 
steamer to the field of battle, as their op- 
ponents liad to do.

shrieking to " Tommy " to do thia, and 
" Bob " to do that, I had to content myself 
with talking of "tho swarthy man," or 
"•ho man with the handkerchief." 

'Aa everyone bus a right to hia opinion" 
I wondered greatly why tho captains and 
referee did not wear a uniform, one distinc- 
tive from that of the players. Shirt-sleovea, 
and the ordinary, hideous every day |gar- 
menta of tho Western man, so greatly spoil 
the piotureaqne look of a roost pioturcsque 
game. Long stockings, like football ones, 
only of a thinner texture, would add atill 
more to the beauty of the game. If tho 
players were Indians this suggestion would 
not bo neoeaaary, but bore white legs look 
frightfully harsh against tho green grass.

Thia, and another 
striking lanilecape, "Camping in tlie wocda 
of llritish Cdlumbia," are from the brush 
of Mona. A. F. Loenians, the well-known 
French artist, who is having the sale. 
Near by ia a " view of Snake river," by 
Mrs. Bciasett, a punting which haa been 
much admired. A view of tlie Selkirk 
range, showing an uJiliient of tlie Koolcnay 
river, also by Mona. Eoemans, is another of 
tho beat. An iceberg in tho Atlantic, a 
view of tho mountains at Caumore, Moses 
exposed in tho bullrushea, and a blacksmith 
ahop, in Quebec (a winter acem ), are othora 
well worth seeing.

MEXICAN BODNDARY DISPUTE. 

A Joint Commission Will Probably he Ap- 
pointcd to Decide the Dlflicnliy. 

' WASiriNGTON, D.C., Sept. 6.— The trou- 
ble over the boundary lino between the 
United States and Mexico which has caused 
both countries involved to send troopa to 
tho Havana ranche and haa brought about 
tho arreat of Mexican customs ofEciakls, will 
probably result in tho appointment of a 
commisaion to dotcrmino all auoh disputes 
that have arisen within recent years, 
through changes in the channel of the Rio 
Gritude. The commission is already 
provided for in a treaty between 
tho United States and Mexico, but 
its provisions have remained in statu 
quo. The State department and the 
War department are now endeavoring to 
determine the ownership of the sheep 
seized, and whether tho land on which they 
were grazing waa in Mexico or not. From 
the meagre reports of tho present dispute 
received at tho War department, the contro- 
versy appears in thia way : Years ago, a 
" cut-olV," caused by tho sudden changing 
in tho channel of tho Rio Grande, left cer- 
tain Texas land on tho Mexican side of tho 
river, but recently the river changed back 
to its old channel. During all thia time 
the owner of tho land, an American citizen, 
continued to allow hia sheep to graze on it. 
The owner of tho odjdcont land in Mexico, 
whose ranche ia now separated from the 
disputed piece by the channel of the Rio 
Grande, claimed that tho "cut-off" 
was Mexican eoil and reverted to 
bim. Complaint was made to the 
Mexican authorities, resulting in the seizure 
of the sheep by Mexican custom officers, on 
the ground that the flock was unlawfully 
grazing on Mexican soil, and the arrest 
of tho Mexican ofiBoiala by United Statea 
troops followed. According to Interna- 
tional law, alluvial matter gradually washed 
from one side of a stream forming " an in- 
ternational" boundary, and deposited on 
the opposite side, so as to incrcuso tho land 
there to the amount of aeveral feet into the 
river, bccoiiiea the property of the country 
to which it ndherea, and to thu country 
whoso stream coiiae(iuently auflera a loss ; 
but if tho boundary stream changes suil- 
denly by freshet or otherwise, so aa to leave 
u largo " cut oil'" on the banks of the new 
formed channel, opposite to tho original 
position, tho old channel remains tho 
boundary. Tho question to bo settled ia 
whether tho land is the resultof a "cutolT," 
or merely of the gradual deposit of alluvial 
matter from one aide to tho other. It ia 
believed the consideration the President and 
Secretary Gresham are giving to tho ques- 
tion will result in the appointment of a com- 
mission, provided for by the treaty.
